BERLIN, Oct. 6 (UP)}—Commu- 
nist leaders, including Soviet 
President Nicholas M. Shvernik 
and Polish Premier Joseph Cy- 
rankiewicz, arrived in Berlin to- 
day for tomorrow’s climactic cele- 
bration of the third birthday of 
the East German Communist gov- 
ernment,

On the domestic front the 
U.S.S.R. will “strengthen the eco- 
nomic might of the country by 
overfulfillment of the tasks of 
the fifth five-year plan.” 

About 2 delegates represent- 
ing the 6,013,000 members and 
869,000 candidate members of the 
Soviet Communist party, heard 
the keynote speech, which in the 
past often has been given by Sta- 
lin himself. 

Atomic Progress Reported. ° 

Malenkov pictured the Soviet 
Union as growing ever stronger 
and more prosperous, but he 
warned that “capitalist encircle- 
ment” exists and there are 
“threats of, new aggression from 
the side of the Western war- 
mongers.” The Soviet Union 
would remain, he said, “the chief 
opponent of a new, war and the 
chief pillar of peace.” 

Malenkov, whose audience in- 
cluded top-ranking Communist 
leaders from many countries, also 
reported Soviet strides in atomic 
energy, saying Russia intends to 
use it for peaceful purposes. So-

Rifles in Coal Car 
Won't Surrender—Had 
Persecution Complex. 


Eugene L. Huff, 32-year-old 
chemical analyst who thought he 
was being persecuted by the po- 
lice and the courts, was shot and 
killed yesterday in a rifle and 
revolver fight with officers after 
barricading himself on a coal 
gondola.in the railroad yards near 


the Fourteenth street viaduct. 

Huff, an expert marksman, was 
armed with two rifles and more 
than 100 rounds of ammunition 
when police found him on the 
coal car west of the viaduct. He 
was killed by Police Cpl. James 
Horn after firing two rifle shots 
at policemen, who sought to per- 
suade him to give up on assur- 
ances he would not be harmed. 

Two revolver shots entered 
Huff's head, and he died in the 
emergency room at City Hospital. 
A coroner’s verdict of justifiable 
homicide was returned following 
an inquest today. 

C. W. Schlingman, City Courts 
probation officer, said today 
Huff’s persistent attentions to a 
young woman he had met at col- 
lege caused her and her parents 
to mové to Washington, D.C. 
Huff's arrest and $50 police court 
fine for annoying the girl’s par- 
ents apparently were responsible 
for the persecution complex which 
led to the fight with police. 

Movements Traced. 

Police began searching for 
Huff shortly before 2 p.m. after 
neighbors reported to police head- 
quarters he had left his home, 
5834 Southwest avenue, armed 
with two rifles. Officers, told that 
he had boarded an eastbound 
Lindenwood bus, questioned the 
bus driver and learned that Huff 
had alighted at Market street and 
Compton avenue and had walked 
south to the railroad yards. 

Inquiry developed that he had 
boarded a freight train, which was 
to stop near Fourteenth street to 
change engines before proceeding 
to the East Side. 

Patrolmen Leslie Montgomery 
and William McCormack, of Cen- 
tral District, drove to the viaduct 
and saw Huff sitting on the coal 
car about 200 feet west of the 
‘viaduct. The officers made their 
way into the yards and as they 
approached the train Huff 
shouted, “Stop.” 

McCormack climbed an em- 
bankment and talked to Huff, | 
urging him to give himself up 
under a promise he would not be 
harmed. 

“I don't want justice here, I'll 
take it on the East Side: don't 
come any closer,” Huff warned, 
waving a rifle in one hand and 
a machete in the other.

Any deterrent effect upon 
other contractors who may be 
tempted to similar fraud is lost 
if punishment or recovery does 
not occur until years after all 
such settlements have been con- 
cluded. 

“The normal road of a case in 
which both civil and criminal 
court action is necessary would be 
through the criminal division to 
à United States Attorney’s office, 
then, after trial, through the claims 
division to a United States attor- 
ney’s office and another trial.”

NEW DELHI, Oct. 6 (AP)—Six 
Swiss mountain climbers toiled 
up the bleak slopes of uncon- 
quered Mount Everest today for a 
final struggle toward the snow- 
covered summit, five and a half 
miles high. No man has ever 
climbed to the top of this world’s 
tallest peak and returned to tell 
about it. 

It was the second attempt this 
year for the Swiss party. One of 
the team, Raymond Lambert, 
climbed to within 900 feet of the 
summit May 28 before fierce 
storms drove him back. 

The six men left their base 
camp, 12,200 feet up in the Hima- 
layas, yesterday. Two men will be 
chosen at the last advance camp 


to make the final effort to reach 
the top. Their success or failure 
likely will remain unknown to the 
world for at least thrée weeks 
because of slow communications. 

Himalayan experts say the pos- 
sibility of victory “depends on 
nature, which at this time of year 
is not too kind. They will find 
high winds, bitter sub-zero cold 
and deep snows waiting to bar 
their way.” 

An old survey of India places 
Mount Everest’s height at 29,002 
feet, but the Swiss team after 
their try last spring asserted it is 
29,610 feet.

Trick Picture Used Browder. 

The composite was a “photo- 
graph” of Tydings and Earl Brow- 
der, former head of the Commu- 
nist party in America, in earnest 
and agreeable conversation. Act- 
ually the pictures of the men 
were taken at different times. 
They were pasted together in the 
office of the Washington Times- 
Herald, owned by Col. Robert R. 
McCormick, publisher of the Chi- 
cago Tribune, and publisher in a 
campaign handbill as if they rep- 
resented a real situation. 

Stevenson supporters have com- 
plained of a shortage of funds 
and say they would not be able 
to duplicate a Republican “blitz” 
even if the time were available. 
It is difficult to say how genuine 
this shortage is; certainly there is 
no appearance of affluence about 
the campaign. The contrast with 
the Republican campaing is mark- 
ed. 

One of Stevenson’s closest ad- 
visers told the Post-Dispatch 
money was available, as it, always 
is in campaigns, from the wrong 
sources. He mentioned racketeers, 
for example, but that the Gov- 
ernor would not solicit it or take 
it.

Two Republican sénators have 
attacked Marshall as a “front” or 
“tool” for traitors—Joseph R. Me- 
Carthy of Wisconsin, and William 
E. Jenner of Indiana. 

“Some who call themselves 
‘anti-Communist’ seem to believe 
that their best weapons are a 
strong voice and a weak con- 
science,” Acheson said. “But in- 
discriminate denunciations and 
character assassination are not 
the way to defend democracy 
from Communism. The people 
who use these weapons do not 
know what democracy is. 

“You know that the people who 
attack legitimate labor organizers 
as ‘Bolsheviks’ make it harder, 
not easier, to fight the real Bol- 
sheviks.” 

- “Escape From Reality.” 

The Republicans are offering 
the country an “escape from real- 
ity,” the Secretary asserted. 

„The pe of the United 
States are faced with a fateful 
choice,” he went on, “a choice be- 
tween two attitudes toward the

“One course means facing up 
to our responsibilities seriously 
and honestly, without any sugar 
coating, without trying to deceive 
ourselves about how long and how 
hard the road ahead may be.

Allied fighter-bombers ranged 
deep into Red Korea today, at- 
tacking Communist rail and sup- 
ply facilities.

Close-Range Battle. 

For four weary hours the Ma- 
rines clawed up the slopes, only 
to Be pinned down by Communist 
machine-gun fire.

KENNAN “CITES 
EXAMPLE OF RED 
PRESS DISTORTION 


. U.S. Ambassador 
Breaks Silence, Tells of 
Editorial Laying Basis 
for Recall. 


—— 


BONN, Oct. 6 (UP) — George 
F. Kennan, ousted American am- 
bassador to Moscow, said today 
that one of the charges made 
against him before the Russians 
demanded his recall was a char- 
acteristic example of Communist 
press distortion. 

Breaking his silence for the 
first time since Russia declared 
him persona non grata last Fri- 
day, Kennan commented on an 
allegation the Moscow Communist 
newspaper Pravda made which 
laid the basis for the ouster de- 
mand. 

Pravda, in an editorial Sept. 
26, quoted a book written by 
Ralph Parker, British correspond- 
ent who embraced Communism 
while he was in Moscow. Parker 
quoted Kennan as saying of a 
crowd outside the embassy on 
VE-day in 1945: “They are cele- 
brating. They think that war has 
ended and it is just beginning.” 

Kennan said he let Parker go 
to the embassy to watch the cele- 
‘bration. He said they may have 
exchanged a few words, which he 
could not recall. But, he said, he 
remembers clearly his own feel- 
ing. All day, he said, Russians had 
crowded in front of the embassy 
cheering victory and the spirit of 
Russian-American friendship. 

The embassy staff, he said, was 
greatly moved. He said his feel- 
ings were mixed—admiration and 
respect for the suffering the Rus- 
sians had borne and pity because 
after every war comes a period 
of bitter reconstruction. Parker's 
account, he said, is a character- 
istic example of Communist press 
distortion. 

Kennan came to Germany from 
Switzerland to await his wife and 
two daughters whom he left in 
Moscow. He refused to discuss di- 
rectly the Soviet demand for his 
recall, 

Kennan said he plans to remain 
in government service. 

He was accompanied on the 
train trip to Germany by Elim 
O'Shaughenessy, charge d'affaires 
of the United States Embassy in 
Moscow who will bé in charge 
while no Ambassador is accred- 
ited. O’Shaughenessy will fly to 
Moscow in the plane which is to 
return Mrs. Kennan. He has 
been on a vacation.

I don't want you or him to worry

Of course, you know as well as 
I do that no system is infallible. 
My checking procedure can show 
what a man has done and what 
those who know him think of him.

Officials ‘Much Abused.’ 

When that has come about, it 
has hurt, I can tell you. It has 
hurt me personally, but fortunate- 
ly for me and for the public serv- 
ice, it hasn’t happened often. Our 
Government officials and em- 
ployes are being much abused in 
this election year. But I want you 
to know that there is no finer 
group of péople in this world 
than those who work for you— 
your servants in the Government 
of these United States. 

‘I have done my best, these 
seven years, to keep the quality 
of the federal service high—to 
attract good people and keep them 
in their jobs—to defend them 
against unfair and unproven at- 
tacks. I have had some disap- 
pointments now and then along 
the way, but, over-all, I am proud 
of the result—proud and rather 
confident that history will bear 
me out.

All of them have 
been supported and put through 
the Congress by such Democfats 
as your former Senator and my 
good friend, Elbert Thomas. 

The Republican philosophy is 
really something for you young 
people to ponder. If you were 
leaving college in a Republican 
world, where it was every man 
for himself, some few of you 
might do very well. You might 
even get rich. But the devil would 
take an awful lot of you who hap- 
pened to be fe hindmost — or 
even in between. 

That happened the last time 
we had a Republican administra- 
tion in this country. Young people 
came out of college and found 
themselves competing with 12 or 
14 million other unemployed. A 
lot of college graduates were 
lucky to get day labor, and at 
a dollar a day.

and made ready for broadcast.

This is 
the same type of “blitz,” or sat- 
uration campaign, contemplated 
in the Republican plan. 

Fulbright on Scene. 

The similarity between the 
present proposition and that in 
Maryland was observed by Sen- 
ator J. William Fulbright (Dem.), 
Arkansas, who will be in Spring- 
field from now until election day 
as a Stevenson adviser. Fulbright 
learned yesterday that Stevenson 
Governor of Illingis and Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate, was 
not familiar with the Senate com- 
mittee’s critical report on the 
Maryland election, and immedi- 
ately sent for copies.

made by the GAO. 

With respect to the Michigan 
School, the GAO report reported 
to the Chelf subcommittee: 

“Twenty-five to 30 students out 
of 40 talked with were not in the 
school at the time when the 
school records showed they were. 
The school had destroyed the 
time cards, punched by the stu- 
dents. 

“In negotiation of the rate to 
be paid, the school filed a claim 
of $5000 for legal fee. This 
would not be allowable if the 
fee were paid in connection with 
a suit against the Government. 

Capital Costs Included. 

“The school included in its cost 
statement all starting and load 
costs, including the cost of re- 
modeling the school building. 
This work was of a capital nature, 
yet their pay was included in 
operating costs. 

“When the GAO heard the 
school was about to dispose of 
some of its assets, the GAO called 
the regional manager of the Vet- 
erans’ Administration in Detroit. 
He contacted the United States | 
Attorney. This was between | 
March 10 and 13, 1950.” 

The Government then obtained 
a temporary injunction restrain- 
ing the school from disposing of 
its property. But this order was 
dismissed in October 1951 and 
the entire claim for $1,313,358 
was settled for $125,000. 

George S. Petzer, a former 
assistant United States Attorney 
at Detroit, handled the matter for 
the Department of Justice until | 
his resignation last August. 

The committee’s report said

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

This is directed to a great many 
people in St. Louis. It is directed to 
those who have kept up with the recent 
change of our city, our state, and our 
country in relation to the rest of the 
world: it’s also directed to those who 
have become imprisoned within their 
own provincial mentality. 

A student friend of mine, a young 
woman from India, visited my home in 
St. Louis for a few weeks in August. 
‘Here are a few of our experiences: 

My friend was mistaken for a bride 
because of the long dress; my friend 
was told she could not ride on the 
Admiral until the question of her race 
as cleared; concession managers and 
police at Forest Park Highlands ques- 
‘tioned her race; we were refused service 
‘at an ice cream parlor; an argument 
was started in a downtown restaurant 
by other customers; a floor walker in 
a department store reco the dress 
and was responsive to the Gnusual visit 
of a person from India. 

There are some who would state that 
I should not have invited a foreign 
student to visit in St. Louis. Stories 
have circulated of similar treatment 
that visitors from the Middle Eastern 
countries have received. 

If feelings — shock, disap- 
pointment, hurt—are the determining 
factors, the narrow citizens of St. Louis 
should not be allowed to subject guests 
of this country to such treatment. 

There is only the hope that the open- 
minded, alert citizens of this city used 
this opportunity to grow in their know- 
ledge and appreciation of unfamiliar 
areas of this shrinking world.

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President Truman now declares that the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff were asked in 1947 for their 
military opinion as to keeping troops in Korea. 
He says that the Joint Chiefs, including Gen. 
Eisenhower, replied that we had little strategic 
interest in maintaining our troops in Korea and 
that, as Mr. Truman puts it, “we could well use 
those troops elsewhere.” 

The President, taking note of Gen. Eisenhow- 
er's blame of the Berlin blockade on the Truman 
Administration, throws that issue right back at 
the General. Mr. Truman says that he asked 
Gen. Eisenhower as the commanding officer in 
the field to work out the problem of free access 
for the Allies into Berlin. He says free access 
was not firmly established and that out of this 
came the Berlin blockade which had to be over- 
come with the costly airlift. 

The American people are entitled to know the 
precise facts about Gen. Eisenhower's part in 
the Korean withdrawal decision in 1947, his part 
in framing the pre-Korean budget, which he says 
seriously underestimated the threat, his part in 
the Berlin arrangements. 

No one will blame the General for honest mis- 
es. History is full of them. But few will 
think him entitled to criticize decisions with 
which he was closely connected, unless he is 
able to say he opposed those decisions. 

It is four weeks until the election. That is 
ample time for Gen. Eisenhower to join in a 
thorough discussion of this very important side 
of the campaign. It is not enough for him to 
retort that these criticisms. are “noisy but harm- 
less blanks” which only “amuse” him. 

Gen. Eisenhower has been called to account by 
the man who until recently was his constitutional 
Commander-in-Chief—a man who has in the past 
shown great trust in him. What are the Gener- 
al's answers? He needs to give them to the 
country chapter and verse.

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Japanese Election Results 

The results of last week’s Japanese elections, 
the first since the war's end, were agreeable 
on the whole and not very surprising. The Lib- 
eral party of Premier Yoshida, which actually 
is a conservative party, won a solid victory, and 
the Communists, who had made more noise than 
was warranted by their numbers, suffered a 
thorough thumping. 

A somewhat disturbing element in the Lib- 
erals’ victory—for Americans at least—is the 
fact that so many of their successful candidates 
were men who had been “purged” by occupa- 
tion authorities for the roles they had played be- 
fore and during the war. The latest returns 
indicated that more than 60 such candidates had 
been elected, among them Col. Masanobu Tsuji, 
planner of the Malayan campaign and a man 
considered to be, if anything, even more anti- 
American than he is anti-Russian. 

The intra-party opponents of Premier Yoshida, 
led by Ichiro Hatoyama, also were very success- 
ful. They are planning to challenge Yoshida's 
leadership when the new Diet is organized. 
Among these Liberals are to be found some of 
the strongest advocates of amendments to Japan's 
postwar constitution, especially amendments 


which would make possible a re-elevation of the 


Emperor and a return of his absolute powers. 
It is to be hoped that more moderate counsels 
will prevail. Meanwhile we shall have to wait 
to see just how deep and lasting has been 
Japan’s postwar conversion to democracy. 
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A Sick Young Man's Tragedy 


It is a mercy of providence that innocent by- 
standers were not killed Sunday afternoon when 
Eugene L. Huff left his home carrying a perse- 
cution complex and an arsenal of deadly 
weapons. ä 

The case of the young St. Louis enginee 
might so easily have turned into a story like that 
of Howard Unruh, who went berserk and killed 
12 persons on the street in Camden, N.J., or 
Bayard Peakes, who shot and killed a perfect 
stranger, Eileen Fahey, a secretary, at Columbia 
Universfty, in New York City. 

Both of those men, like Huff, had displayed 
abnormal behavior for quite a long time, and 
there was no real justification for their not 
having been placed under treatment, where they 
could not harm others or themselves. 

It is an even closer mercy of providence that 
Huff did not kill one or more policemen in the 
gun battle in the downtown railroad yards. 

Finally, it is tragedy enough that the unbal- 
anced young man himself was killed. The 
danger he presented to himself for so long, like 
the danger he presented to anyone he might 
chance to meet, could have been averted if he 
had been placed under treatment. Missouri,

unhappy about such a division among the Rus- 
sian leaders, dragging on for years and involving 
liquidations such as those of 1936, not to mention 
a considerable paralysis of Russian foreign 
policy. 

Stalin, however, must be determined -to avert 
just such a situation. It may be that the succes- 
sion already is cut and dried. The Moscow con- 


_.gress may affect foreign affairs directly, rather 


than indirectly. As a matter of fact, it may be 
the first major unveiling of a new line in the 
Kremlin policy. 

There are those who suggest that Stalin and 
those around him are convinced that the aggres- 
sive policy of fomenting internal trouble and 
seizing power—as in Czechoslovakia—is no Jong- 
er effective. No new gains of this kind are in 
sight for the Russians, but the policy continues 
to strengthen the determination of the non-Com- 
munist nations to maintain their defenses against 
all forms of aggression, internal and external. 

So the Kremlin may have decided on a more 
disarming line, a return to the propaganda of 


a “united front” in such countries as France and 


Italy,, The revolutionary threat may be played 
down. An attempt may be made to allay non- 
Communist fears, and to suggest that the men- 
ace of war comes not from Russia, but from the 
United States. Such a line, of course, would 
be aimed at undermining the Western defensive 
alliance. 

It is quite consistent with Malenkov's opening 
attacks on the United States. If the other democ- 
racies can be assured that they have nothing to 
fear and so weaned away from this country, 
Russian propaganda will have scored a major 
triumph. It is Wifficult to believe that London, 
Paris or Rome can be deceived by. such tactics, 
but it is easy enough to believe that the Russians 
may be trying them,

For 58 Cents 


Imagine the City of St. Lovis—a city with 
broad parks, a fine Art Museum, a famous 
Symphony Orchestra, à brilliant Municipal 
Opera—imagine this proud city with a starved 
library system hidden behind an ornate facade. 

It takes no imagination. It is the truth. 

For 45 years, until 1946, the library tax rate 
here was frozen. In that period of neglect the 
St. Louis Public Library. became the most poorly 
supported library of any in cities of comparable 
size. g 


That is true today. The per capita income 
of the library here is $1.18. In Kansas City it 
is $1.74, In Cincinnati it is $1.85. In Boston, 
slightly smaller than St. Leuis, it is $3.68. In 
Cleveland, slightly larger, it is $4.29. 

This means a growing inadequacy inside the 
walls of the library buildings which St. Louis 
has built. It means that the professional library 
staff is paid 25 to 50 per cent less than else- 
where and has declined from 140 to 90 since 
1932. It means an inability to buy as many 
books as a metropolitan library should have, 
and an inability to put those books within easy 
reach of everybody who wants to read them. 

It means that for lack of enough branch 
libraries, 44 per cent of all St. Louisans are 
not within convenient distance of broad book- 
shelves. It means 66,000 children are in neigh- 
borhoods not served by branches. 


A free public library is one judgment on a 
city’s culture. It is a measure not only of 
literacy and educational aspiration but of a 
desire to learn and finally, of civic pride. And 
St. Louis will pass judgment on itself in this 
respect on Nov. 4. 

On that election day voters will be asked to 
accept an increase in the library tax of two 
fifths of a mill. This amounts to just 58 cents 
for each St. Louisan. For those few pennies the 
city can put good books on the shelves of its 
future. |

Mr. Tully survived several 
brushings-off; deflected a nosegay of false 
scents, rose above guards and gateways, and 
won to the presence of Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
at Remington-Rand. 

The Arthurian Legends have little if any- 
thing on the MacArthurian, and Mr. Tully’s 
report suggests that the latter are being ad- 
vanced at Remington-Rand as elsewhere and 
everywhere. New York City being big enough 
in its way, but not exactly Camelot, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s employers have sensitively established 
him in a 50-room Tudor castle on a 30-acre 
estate on Long Island Sound, where he and 
some other executives of the company do their 
thinking.

In placing him 
against the background of a Tudor castle in 
Connecticut, Remington-Rand, likewise, has 
shown an amazingly broad grasp of Gen.

Dulles Blamed for Korea. 


The same advice is coming from 
many sources.

The G.O.P. tax cut, passed over 
President Truman’s veto, meant, 
in the view of labor, a reduction 
of $70 for a man earning $2500 
and $47,000 for a man with a 
$200,000 income.

COL. AUGUSTUS 1. POST DIES, 
PIONEER BALLOON, AUTO MAN 


NEW YORK, Oct. 6 (AP)—Col. 
Augustus T. Post, pioneer of the 


air and gasoline age, died here 
Saturday night. He was 78 years 
old. 

Post became an advocate of 
balloon travel in 1900. A few years 
later he and Alan R. Hawley set 
an American record of 1173 miles 
for free ballooning. In 1909 he 
added another record—this one 
with Clifford B. Harmon. They 
established an American balloon 
duration mark of 48 hours, 26 
minutes. 

For years Post piloted racing 
motorcycles and automobiles, and 
he was the thirteenth man to fly 
a plane in this country. 

He was a founder of the Au- 
tomobile Club of America, incor- 
porator of the Aero Club of 
America and organizer of the 
first sightseeing automobile club 
in the country. Post also was 
known as a singer, actor, writer 
and lecturer.

FOURTH OF DISABLED ON AID 
ROLLS HAVE HEART DISEASE 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP)— 
Heart disease incapacitated about 
one-fourth of the 150,000 persons 
now seceiving aid under the fed- 
eral-state program for the needy 
disabled, the Federal Security 
Agency reported yesterday. Ad- 
ministrator Oscar R. Ewing said 
data on beneficiaries collected in 
co-operation with state welfare 
departments show that congenital 
defects, various types of paralysis, 
and arthritis rank next in their 
crippling effects. With heart dis- 
ease they account for 58 per cent 
of all cases qualifying for aid.

For of all the top secret 
secrets of a secret service there 
is no more important secret than 
information about the condition 
of its own and of its adversary’s 
security. What would be the 
chances of detecting a spy if the 
spy knew that he was being de- 
tected.? a 

For that, reason the detection 
of spies cannot be investigated 
publicly. It cannot be discussed 
publicly. A secret service cannot 


which is a vitally important but 
not a pretty affair, requires se- 
crecy, as nearly total as it is hu- 
manly possible to make it. And 
secrecy is achieved not only by 
silence but by deception. 

How then, we must ask our- 
selves, can a free and democratic 
nation operate an efficient, which 
means necessarily a silent and a 
deceptive, secret service? There 
is only one way. That is to rely 
on the judgment of someone whe 
is competent to judge the opera- 
tions of the secret service. 


Ike Trusted Smith. 


It is impossible to have a secret 
service and to have it investigated 
pubzicly. It is impossible in 
free society to allow any agency 
of government to operate witnout 
being investigated and held ac- 
countable. 

What happened on last Tuesday 
was that Gen. Eisenhower, who 
has every reason to trust Gen, 
Smith, exercised his own ‘authori- 
ty. Mr. Summerfield bowed to his 
authority. The Republican Na- 
tional Committee and the country 
will not question Gen. Eisenhow- 
er's judgment. 

What could have been an ugly 
affair, highly damaging to the 
C. I. A. and to the public interest, 
was dealt with successfully be- 
cause in the last analysis Eisen- 
hower trusted Smith and the 
country trusts Eisenhower. 

What happened here is, I be- 
lieve, in spite of so much that has 
been disappointing, an illustration 
of how and why the invulnerabili- 
ty of Eisenhower's faith may 
prove to be our greatest defense 
against hysteria and demagoguery.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP)— 
John Joseph Brennan, sought for 
the Aug. 1 robbery of the bank 
of Lyons at Lyons, III., was put 
on the FBI’s list of “10 most 
wanted men” today. | 

Brennan is accused of being | 
one of the four men who raided | 
the bank on a busy payday and 
escaped with $40,000 in cash. | 

The getaway car, a stolen vehi- | 
ele, was found abandoned the 
next day on a Chicago street and | 
subsequently two of the alleged 
participants in the robbery were 
rounded up in Illinois. | 

On Aug. 27, Brennan engaged 
Chicago police in a pistol battle 
when they sought to apprehend 
him. He escaped in a speeding 
automobile. ä 

The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation says the fugitive has 
boasted he will never be taken 


alive. Brennan, 33 years old, has 
spent less than four years of his 
adult life outside of prison. He 
is described as extremely dan- 
gerous. 

Brennan is a native of Chicago. 
His police record dates back to 
age 15 when he was arrested at 
Dallas, Tex., for a Tucson (Ariz.), 
burglary. 

He has since been repeatedly 
arrested, principally on robbery 
charges and has served time in an 
Arizona reformatory, the Cook 
county jail and the [Illinois state 
penitentiary. | 

Brennan is of medium height, | 
slender and brown-haired. Some 
greying around the temples, the | 
FBI reported, has been concealed | 
at times with a strawberry blond 
tint. He has a four-inch scar on 
the right jaw and the lobe of his 
right ear has been partly cut 
away.

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sag at any point and that the 
outside edge is a little lower 
than the edge of the roof. Also 
check and see if the gutters all 
slant toward the opening where 
the downspout is connected. Sags 
in the gutter can be corrected 
by installing additional. hangars 
and the gutter can be given the 
correct pitch by bending the 
existing hangars just a little. Be 
sure that the inside of the gut- 
ters are clean because leaves or 
debris will form little dams that 
keep the water from flowing out.
